ST. PETBIISBCBQ, Nov. 5.—The Prince 


and Princess of Wales will accompany 
the imperial party on the way to St. 
Petersburg ,It is likely that the 
body will be taken to Sebastopol in- 
etead of Odessa, and there be trans- 
ferred to the Moscow train. Moscow 
will be reached probably on the llth 
and St. Petersburg on.the 13th. The 
imperial family will accompany 
it 


from the beginning to the end of the 
journey. 
The intention of exposing 


the body in Livadia Sunday was aban- 
doned because the process of embalm- 
ing it had not been finished. It is said 
to have been necessary to summon 
more embalmers from Moscow and 
Charkoff. When ready, the body will 
be placed in the chapel at Livadia. 


There are rumors of a police order 


to close the vodka shops in towns 
along the route of tlie funeral train, 
and its enforcement is Sftid to have 
caused trouble in several districts. 
The truth of these rumors cannot be 
ascertained. 


The goldsmiths of St. Petersburg and 


Moscow are receiving innumerable or- 
ders for gold and silver memorial 
crowns and crosses. Gen. Vannowski, 
minister of war and an officer under 
the late czar at the capture of llust- 
ehulr, has ordered a silver crown twen- 
ty-four inches in diameter. The in- 
scription is to be: "To the chief of 
the army of Kustchuk, from the chie* 
of liis staff." Vannowski has obtained, 
permission to place this crown on the 
emperor's crown.

The Religions Services In Memory of Alex- 


ander III. to be Held at the Legation. 
WAb'nNQTOSf, Nov. 0.—Prince Canta- 


cuzene is thoroughly appreciative of 
Bishop Paret'B Courtesy in requesting 
the Episcopal clergy °f Washington to 
offer the use of one of *hclr Arches 
to him for .the religions services !P 
memory of the Russian emperor which 
it is proposed to hold at the legation 
the latter part of this week. Several 
days ago Rev. Dr. Maekay Smith, Rec- 
tor of St. John's Episcopal church, oi" 
fered to place that edifice at the dis- 
posal of the Russian minister, but the 
offer was declined. 


Prince Cantacuzene said yesterday 


in explanation that it was .desired to 
hold the services on Russian ground. 
For that reason the legation is the 
only fitting place, and they will be 
held there in conformity with the 
original programme. 


The.diplomatic corps, about ninety 


of whom are in the city, and President 
Cleveland and his cabinet will be the 
only persons present %vith the excep- 
tion of Prince Cantaeuzene and the 
members of the Russian legation.

ception at the rathhaus yesterday, 
among them delegates from most Ba- 
varian towns, colleges and royal acad- 
emies. - Prof. Goetze, the orator of the 
day, trifeed at length Sach's influence 
upon the German language. After the 
oratidn the historic procession passed 
elovdy through the principal streets.

Which Hie Bureau of Engraving and 


Printing Proposes Now to Correct 


—Civil Service in the Bureau—

WASIIIS OTON, Nor. 8 —Mr. Claude 


M. Johnson, chief of the bureau of en- 
graving find printing, has submitted 
hi* annml report to the secretary of 
the treasury. Discussing the printing 
of bank cotes he says: 


"Artistic ikUl applicable to the pro- 


duction of bank notes, bonds, etc , has 
not advanced with time. Bank notes 
prepared twenty-four years ago are 
a* 
finely 
engraved 
as those of 


to-day. The bank notes produced by 
this bure lu and by the bank note com- 
panies of the country appear to have 
reached the highest standard of en- 
graving (.art printing, but the designs, 
as a rule, are weak and meaningless. 
The con»entional design for bank 
notes, which has been used for many 
years, appears to be wholly lacking 
in artist merit, consisting, as it 
does, of a patchwork of 
engrav- 


ing, 
including the 
portrait, title 


and 
th'i 
lathe 
work 
counters, 


having n ) connection with each other, 
and a v vst improvement can be made 
in design mg the future issues of the 
government. 
I consider the artistic 


beauty of a design for a bank note to 
be as essential to protection against 
counterfeiting at, the manner in which 
either the engraving or printing is ex- 
ecuted. In fact, they must all be of 
the highost standard of excellence to 
afford 
perfect protection 
To at- 


tain this standard of excellence I 
have seisured the services of some 
of the best engravers and printers, 
and have received aid from some of the 
•lost talented artists in the country 
in preparing designs for a new issue of 
silver certificates, and the result, in 
my opinion, will be not Only a credita- 
ble work from an artistic standpoint, 
but a set ies of notes which will he be- 
yond the skill of counterfeiters to 
imitate in a way to be at all dangerous 
to commerce." 


He speaks of the operation of civil 


service In the bureau as follows: 


"The application of the civil service 


regulations to this bureau, so far as it 
relates to the lower grades of female 
employes, is productive of some good. 
It eliminates the bureau as the one 
branch of the public service into which 
the uneducated class might enter 
through the aid of influential public 
men. But it has not given complete 
relief, and will not until discretion is 
given to the secretary of the treasury 
and to the chief of this bureau to se- 
eore the suspension of the civil service 
rule* at times when the eligible list 
doe* not furnish the kind of employes 
needed.' 


On tha question of the transfer of 


the printing of postage stamps to the 
bureau, Chief Johnson says: 


"I am glad to be able to state that, 


despite many delays and einbarass- 
ments, the bureau has met every de- 
mand for stamps, and has demon- 
strated its ability to successfully carry 
out the obligations undertaken with 
the po*': office department As the es- 
timate* of this bureau for the first year 
of this contract included the cost of 
new machinery, amounting to some- 
tiling over 840,000, an item of expense 
connected with this work which will 
not appear in subsequent years, it is 
safe to predict an annual saving to the 
government of over 850,000."

THE city council of Montreal has rec- 


ommended the taxing of religious insti- 
tionsat half their value. This step is 
being taken to replenish the treasury, 
which is entirely empty. Here is what 
the Post of that city says of the project: 
"Owing to the bad state of the finances 
of the city, the board of chairmen at its 
last meeting recommended that all prop- 
erties now exempt from taxation be 
taxed one-half of their assessed value. 
These properties include churches of all 
denominations, parsonages, hospitals, re- 
ligious institutions of all kinds, educa- 
tional establishments, etc., the whole to 
the amount of $31,185,894. There will 
be a tremendous outcry should this 
arrangement be adopted by the city 
council, but the aldermen say they see 
no other way to raise funds." Similar 
steps will have to be taken in the United 
States if the various religious bodies 
continue to acquire large landed in- 
terests.
